Per your vmm, EPA has addressed the issue of its authority to conduct the BBA in a number of letters and briefings to 

Congress over the past 2.5 years, including the attached March 21, 20111etter to Senator Murkowski. 

EPA also addresses this issue in the April 2013 revised BBA. In Chapter 1, page 1-2, the BBA states: 

"USEPA is conducting this assessment consistent with its authority under CWA Section 104. CWA 

Sections 104(a) and (b) provide USEPA with the authority to study the resources of the Bristol Bay 

watershed, evaluate the effect of pollution from large-scale mining development on those resources, and 

make such an assessment available to the public."
